No. 4, doted (9th February 1992,—In pursuance of Rule 
4 of the Defence Research and Development Organisation 
Group k C\ Non-Gazetled (Technical, Scientific and other 
Non-Ministerial) posts Recruitment Rules, 1968 read with 
the Schedule thereto, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following regulations, relating to Limited Departmental 
Examination for the post of Junior Scientific Assistant Grade 
H namely : — 

1. Short title —-These regulations may be called the Defence 
Research and Development Organisation, Junior Scientific 
Assistant Gradc-II (Limited Departmental Competitive Exa¬ 
mination) Regulations, 1992. 

2, Definitions —(1) In these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires :■— 

(a) "Examination” means a limited departmental compe¬ 
titive examination held for filling up of 25% of Junior 
Scientific Assistant Grade-II posts. 

(b) "Selection” means inclusion in the select list for ap¬ 
pointment to the grade of Junior Scientific Assistant 
Grade II post. 


The composition of the Selection Com* 
mittee shall be as under : —

Establishment 

Members 

2. Two officers of the level of Scientist ‘D 1 

from the concerned Laboratory/Establishment. 

3. Two outside experts from Academic/ 

Scientific Organisation. 

10, Nature of the written test —-The written test shall be 
of objective type of two hour duration. The standard of the 
examination shall be commensurate with the minimum quali¬ 
fications prescribed for the post in the recruitment rules that 
is BSc. or three years diploma in Engineering. The aim 
shall be to test the knowledge of the candidates in the funda¬ 
mentals of the subjects of B.Sc./Diploma Standard. All 
arrangements for the examination/interview will be made by 
concerned Laboratory/Establishment. 

11. Select List —'The Establishment/Laboratory shall draw 
h list of qualified candidates in the order of merit based on 
the number of vacancies and appointments shall be made 
strictly in the same order* Orders issued by the Government 
from time to time with regard to reservations required to be 
made for the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes candi¬ 
dates in direct recruitment shall be followed. Panel/Select 
List shall be valid for a period of one calendar year from the 
date of issue. 


AH other words and expressions used in these regulations 
and not defined herein shall have the same meanings respec¬ 
tively assigned to them in the Defence Research arid Develop¬ 
ment Organisation Group 'C' Non-Gazetted (Technical, Scien¬ 
tific and other Non-Ministerial) Posts Recruitment Rules, 1968. 

3. Holding of the examination— The examination shall be 
conducted by the Lab oratories/Establishments of Defence 
Research and Development Organisation, once in a year to 
fill up 25% of the total vacancies likely to occur during 
the year. 

4. Conditions of eligibility —All Defence Research and 
Development Organisation employees who have rendered at 
least 5 years service in the Organisation in any^grade and are 
in panscssion of the minimum essential educational qualifica¬ 
tion! proscribed for direct recruits for the post of Junior Scien¬ 
tific Assistant Grade II shall be eligible to appear in the 
examination. 

5. Age limit — 1 There shall be no upper age limit for appear* 
jng in the examination, 

6. Number of chance* —No candidate shall avail more than 
three chances for appearing in the examination. 

7. Decision as to eligibility —The decision of the concern¬ 
ed Director as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate 
for admission to the examination shall be final and no candi¬ 
date to whom a certificate of admission has not been issued 
shall be admitted to the examination. 

8. Details of examnintion —The examination will consist of 
two parts that is Written Test and Personal Interview". 
Equal weight age shall be given to both written test as well 
as the personal interview as mentioned below :■— 

Part J 

Written Test 100 marks 

Parr II 

Interview (Personal) 100 marks 

9. Composition of Selection Committee and criterion for 
calling for interview of candidates —Only Those candidates 
who secure at least 50% marks (40% in case of Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes) in the written test can be called 
for personal interview. However, the total number of cam 
didates called for ihe interview should not exceed 3 times 


12. Final selection —Success in examination and interview 
and placement in the select list confers no right to selection 
unless the Director concerned is satisfied that the candidate 
having regard to his conduct in service is suitable in all res¬ 
pects for appointment. The directors of the Laboratorie#/ 
establishments shall forward a copy of Select List prepared 
by them to Research and Development Headquarters for per¬ 
usal and record. 

13. Penalty for misconduct —A candidate who is declared 
by the Government to be guilty of— 

* a) obtaining support for his candidature by any means 
or, 

(b) impersonating, or 

(c) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(d) submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered with, or 

(e) making statements which are incorrect or false or 
suppressing material information, or 

(f) resorting to any other irregular er improper #rieanj 
in connection with his candidature for the exami¬ 
nation or 

(g) using unfair means in the examination hall, oi 

(b) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

Ci) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abetting 
of all or any of the acts specified in the foregoing 
clauses, 

may In addition to rendering himself liable to criminal prose¬ 
cution, be liable,— 

(A) to be disqualified from the examination for which 
he is a candidate; 

(B) to be debarred either permanently or for li specified 
period by the Government.— 

(i) from any examination or selection held by it: 
and 

(ii) from any employment under it, 

(C) to disciplinary action under the relevant rules.
